H aw aii Clegg, ape ‘21 years, who 
pleaded puilty a few* days ago to the 
charge of vehicle taking, 
and was

teni-e, 
was arraigned this morning 
before Judge Sparks, and received a 
sentence oLtiot less than six months 
nor more than 
the 
years 
at the 
State reform atory. 
It will be recalled that Clegg aban­ 
d o n e d 
an 
automobile 
about two 
weeks ago near New Salem, and was 
seen by several 
people leaving it. 
which accounted tor his arrest. He 
was traced to Morristown, where his 
wife is said to reside. 
The machine was later identified 
as belonging to ¿1 man living in Cum­ 
berland, and Clegg was suspicioned 
ot having an accomplice or two in 
the 
stealing ot the 
machine, and 
ht* was >ent ba< k to jail in an effort 
to compel him to tell the truth, but 
he never divulged the other names, if 
there were any. 
Following Clegg's arrest he denied 
[stealing the machine and told a big 
story as ta» how he came to be in 
(possession of it.

National Voice is Powerful

One million five hundred thousand 
fanners in particular and some six 
million formers in general will !>ave 
their eyes focused on 
Indianapolis 
next week. Many of the remaining 
ninety-odd million 
Americans 
will 
turn their eyes in the same 
direc­ 
tion. For in that town the directors, 
delegates and executive %commi\tV*e 
of ihc American Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration will assemble for the second 
annual meeting of this, the 
newest 
largest and most ]>oten'tial 
of

fa r m organizations every set in mo­ 
tion in this land. 
When delegates from more 
than 
thirty states met at Chicago a year 
ago, adopted a tentative form of or- 
lmideation and elected Jim Howard, 
an Iowa farmer, as temporary presi­ 
dent, the federation faced the world 
an unknown factor. The 
organiza­ 
tion, its aims and purposes were un­ 
known, misunderstood or underesti­ 
mated. 
Today it is known from one 
end 
of the country to the 
other. 
Its 
officers arc put on the iVn»o *>ages 
of the big city 
newspapers 
when 
they come to town and are invited 
to address the most influential ga­ 
therings 
in the 
land. 
Presidential 
candidates, cabinet members, con­ 
gressmen, governors, other men high 
in affairs, listen to the Farm Bur­ 
eau with resj»ect, and some of them 
if the* truth were known, with. fear. 
The bureau has taken its place as a 
great national farm voice. 
There is a certain club in W ash­ 
ington 
which from time to time n- 
fluential men an1 invited . to 
ad­ 
dress. No reporters lieing 
present, 
the speakers are at lil>erty to talk 
quite freely and discuss matters of 
official or semiofficial nature.

Continued from Pmjre 9 
of the federation have been 
quotet 
in the greatest diiilv newspapers in 
the land. Influential magazines have 
come to them for fa cts or for opin 
ons. Both national political parties 
have sought their disinterested ad 
vice. These men have done much in 
one y ea r’s time to elevate agrieul 
tore a s a whole to a higher plane, to 
help it take its due 
place 
a s 
our 
greatest national industry . This is 
the biggest single 
achievement 
of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion. There are, however, other and 
more immediate results 
that 
bear 
telling. 
' 
The American Farm Bureau .Fed­ 
eration has presented the 
American 
farmer in national affairs in a way 
that hP has never been 
represented 
before. Speaking a s a single 
voice 
for its more than a million members, 
it has, through its Washington of­ 
fice, compelled attention to the pro­ 
blems of the farmer— the big funda­ 
mental problems that concern agri­ 
culture and the natjtan a s a whole. 
For instance, 
when 
the 
bureau 
learned that big steel boats on 
the 
Great Lakes 
w'ere 
making 
trips 
without full loads of freight, 
their 
cargoes mainly box es and packages 
that could lie 
handled 
ea sily , 
the 
United Sta tes Shipping Board was 
asked whv these vessels 
were 
not 
hauling wheat. There was 
a 
great 
freight congestion and tie-up. Cars 
were short 
every where, and here 
was something that might relieve the 
shortage and help the farmers of the 
Middip West 
who 
w’anted 
their 
wheat and hogs hauled to market. 


The boats had no bulkheads 
for 
handling grain, and it would 
take 
$5,9 00 a boat to build them in, said 
the board. Three day s of 
argument 
were necessa ry ltefore 
the 
board 
agreed to equip two ships for hand­ 
ling grain. The cost proved to he but 
$3,00 each. The thing worked. La ­ 
ter all thirty -six steel ships 
on the 
lakes und? r control 
of 
the 
board 
were equipped at a 
cost 
of 
only 
$1,800 apiece. OnP of these ships is 
V-ble to bring down the equivalent of 
two trainloads of wheat at a 
trip, 
so many ca rs were released to han­ 
dle other freight. 
Shortly a fter this Mr. Silver sat 
in the lobby of a hotel in W ashing­ 
ton telling the storv to a friend. A 
man. overhearing him, spoke un: 
“ Why don’t 
y ou 
do 
something 
about the wooden boa ts? ” 
“ Why ” , said Silver, “ I 
did 
not 
know we had any .”

Buffalo for 3.8 cents and t<>* « manre 
ten cents from Buffalo to New York 
City / This has driven all wheat shift­ 
men ts from the lakes to the -ra il­ 
roa ds. For four y ears, over the war 
|K*riod, with so much depending up­ 
on transportation, these boats have 


remained idle because 
no 
one has 
seen fit to do any thing.” 
Amazed, Stiver went to the Ship­ 
ping Board and found that this was 
true. Boa ts sutlicient to ca rry .23, 
000,00(| bushels of wheat a t one trip 
had been idle for four 
y ears. 
The 
railroads sa id they were short 100, 
000 cars. The 
Farm 
Bureau 
had 
found three-quarters of them. 
The 
Illinois 
Agricultural 
Associa tion 
found mdst of the 
other 
25,000; 
but that is another story . 
With a governor from a 
Middle 
Western statp who had heard of the 
situation and wanted to 
help, 
the 
Farm Bureau men went to sec cer­ 
tain influential railway 
officials 
in 
Washington to demand that 
some­ 
thing he done to change the 
ra tes, 
put these boats 
to 
work 
hauling 
wheat and release ra ilwa y 
cars to 
haul other farm products from the 
Middle W est. The railroaders smiled 
at the visitors. They said it was im­ 
possible to do any thing. 
“ Now’ 
look 
here” — Mr. 
Silver 
quotes himself. /“ Do y ou ra ilwa y men 
know that the farmer 
members of 
the American Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation, in a referendum, voted almost 
unanimously 
a gainst 
government 
ownership of railroads? But do ou 
think for a minute that, if 1 went to 
them with t.be story of what 
.vou 
men have i>ermitted to be 
d*one 
in 
wartime, they 
would 
not 
reverse 
their action in 
short order? 
The 
farmers right now are 
with 
y ou. 
Here’s a chance 
for 
y ou 
to 
do 
something for them. You either do it 
or the Fann Bureau 
will 
tell 
the 
farmers of America that y ou haVe 
refused, and why ” . 


Whereupon those railway 
ex eeu- 
ives looked at each other again, but 
with a (Afferent sort of smile on their 
fa ces. The Farm Bureau men left. 
To day s later, for the first time *n 
history , the railroads, of their 
own 
iLolition. 
went 
to 
tiie 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission 
and 
asked 
that rates be adjusted to the basis 
of permitting 
a 
competing 
water 
rate. The commission not only did 
l;hs but even gave the boats a differ­ 
ential rate, and 
now 
the 
wooden 
boats are back in commission on the 
akes and, whenever required, 
are 
muling grain.
